He  was  tired  of  it  all  and 
longed  to  stay  out  there  in  the  warmth  of  the  sun- 
shine, with  the  clear  blue  sky  overhead,  and  the 
pure  air  from  the  mountains  fanning  his  cheek.

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BERKELEY   HOLDS  A,  A.   L.  CHAMPIONSHIP. 


After  an  interval  of  one  year,  the  Hearst  Tro- 
phy cup  will  once  again  find  a  resting  place  in 
Berkeley  high  school.  This  fact  alone  marks 
the  Berkeley  high  football  team  of  Xmas  1905,  the 
champion  team  cf  the  Academic  Athletic  League. 
The  school  has  a  right  to  feel  proud  cf  the  rec- 
ord made  by  the  team  this  term,  as  it  is  equal 
to,  if  not  better,  than  any  football  team  ever 
turned  out  by  the  high  school.  The  team  has 
defeated  or  tied  every  team  it  has  opposed  ex- 
cept the  first  freshman  team  which  wen  by  a  5  to  0 
score. 

Berkeley  owes  her  victory  of  5  to  0  over  Lowell 
last  Saturday  to  the  energy  and  perseverance  dis- 
played by  the  individual  members  of  tne  team  and 
to  the  excellent  quality  of  the  team  work  they 
put  up  as  well  as  to  the  coaching  given  them 
oy  Coach  Solinsky.  At  the  beginning  of  the  sea- 
son, forty-five  men  turned  out  for  practice.  When 
Berkeley  played  Lowell  only  thirteen  men  were 
available.  The  others  had  dropped  out,  either  be- 
cause they  could  not  endure  the  hardships  of  a 
season's  training,  or  because  they  ccuid  not  quali- 
fy in  their  studies.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
commendation  of  the  faithful  work  of  the  thir- 
teen who  persevered  to  the'  end  and  certainly  the 
school  appreciates  thoroughly  the  fact  that  the 
credit  cf  winning  the  league  championship  be- 
longs to  those  thirteen  men  and  to  the  coach. 

The  school  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Coach 
Solinsky  for  his  creditable  service  during  the  sea- 
son. The  manner  in  which  he  developed  the  in- 
dividual players  and  turned  out  a  championship 
team  with  only  thirteen  men  for  the  final  contest, 


marks  him  as  a  coach  of  no  mean  ability.  If  next 
year's  team  succeeds  in  winning  the  champion- 
ship as  this  year's  has  done,  the  trophy  cup  will 
be  a  permanent  addition  to  the  high  school  and 
that  will  mean  that  Berkeley  will  have  been  the 
first  school  to  win  three  championship  games  cf 
the  league.  While  we  cannot  lock  forward  to  a 
victory  of  next  year's  team,  we  can  hope  for 
the  best  and  console  ourselves  with  the  fact  that 
this  year's  team  has  done  its  full  share  toward  a 
permanent  retention  of  the  cup.  To  cur  team 
the  season's  football  honors  are  due.

ROUGH-HOUSING    AND    HIGH    SCHOOL  ATH- 
LETIC GROUNDS. 


Berkeley  high  has  been  criticised  severely  for 
the  part  it  took  in  the  rush  which  occurred1  near 
the  campus  the  day  of  the  Alameda  game.  Wheth- 
er Berkeley  alone  was  responsible  or  not  for  the 
disgraceful  occurrence,  is  immaterial  since  Ber- 
keley high  has  to-  suffer  a  good  part  of  the  blame. 
It  has  been  definitely  announced  that  high  schools 

will  be  refused  the  use  of  the  campus  in  the  future 
for  any  of  their  academic  contests.  Common 
opinion  has  it  that  this  action  was  just  and  neces- 
sary in  order  to  discourage  rushing  at  games. 
And  so  the  high  schcools  suffer  for  displaying  too 
much  energy  and  youthful  ardor  at  an  inoppor- 
tune time  and  hence  they  lose  the  use  of  the  U.  C. 
campus. 

At  the  enthusiastic  rally  of  Friday  last,  Walter 
Christie  expressed  himself  clearly  in  regard  to 
the  matter.  He  said  that  the  University  had  al- 
ways been  impartial  in  sharing  its  field  with 
high  schools.  He  said  that  riots  or  rushes  hurt 
the  IJ.  C.  and  if  schools  failed  to  observe  the  rules, 
they  would  be  denied  the  use  of  the  grounds.  He 
expressed  himself  in  favor  of  clean,  honest,  manly 
sports  in  connection  with  student  life  and  that, 
since  the  high  school  was  refused  the  use  of  the 
U.  C.  grounds,  it  should  endeavor  to  obtain  an  ath- 
letic ground  of  its  own. 

It  would  seem  from  the  trend  of  the  arguments 
that  Berkeley  high  wants  an  athletic  field  of  its 
own  to  rough  house  on.  At  any  rate  the  school 
would  feel  more  at  home  if  it  had  its  own  field 
rather  than  some  other  to  do  its  rushing  on.  la 
all  seriousness,  the  school  stands  in  need  of  ath- 
letic grounds  upon  which  to  hold  its  sports  and  coa- 
tests.  The  field  would  serve  as  an  outlet  for  a]l 
superfluous  energy  and  thus  lessen  the  danger 
and  frequency  of  rushes.   It  is  a  proposition  worth 


trying  for  and  if  the  students  take  the  right  kind 
of  interest  in  the  matter,  they  ought  to  obtain  one 
in  the  near  future. 


A  CLOSING  WORD 

This  is  the  last  regular  edition  of  the  paper 
which  the  whole  staff  will  be  called  upon  to  issue 
this  term.  The  time  from  now  on  will  be  devoted 
to>  the  Xmas  final,  which  will  probably  appear  the 
fifteenth  of  next  month.  It  is  with  a  feeling  of 
regret  that  the  editor  and  manager  turn  the  paper 
over  to  their  successors;  regret  that  their  term 
of  office  has  been  so  short;  regret  that  the  expe- 
rience they  have  obtained  in  the  previous  months 
of  work  is  almost  inadequate  to  meet  the  hercu- 
lean task  of  issuing  a  final  edition  within  the 
month. 

The  work  on  the  paper  at  times  has  been  tedi- 
ous; the  school  is  apt  to  be  too  critical  in  its  liter- 
ary demands  and  too  much  is  required  of  limited 
material.  The  paper,  which  is  published  by  the 
school,  serves  its  purpose  as  a  fair  representation 
of  the  school.  In  fact,  it  is  as  good  a  school  jour- 
nal as  the  school  will  support.  Should  the  material 
be  obtainable  for  publication,  financial  considera- 
tions would  prevent  an  improvement.  As  matters 
stand,  the  school  does  not  support  a  paper  as  it 
should,  either  materially  or  financially.  Out  of  a 
student  body  of  750,  less  than  300  subscribe  for  it. 
This  is  certainly  a  very  poor  showing  for  a  scnool 
of  Berkeley's  standing,  which  professes  to  support 
jcunalism. 

This  means-  an  imposition  on  the  business  men 
of  town  who  practically  support  the  paper.  It 
means  that  the  paper  is  going  to  the  wall  unless 
the  school  continues  as  it  has  in  the  past  to  put 
out  competent  business  managers. 

On  the  whole,  the  work  on  the  paper  this  term 
has  been  a  pleasure.  The  work  becomes  a  drudg- 
ery only  when  the  editor  and  manager  fail  to  work 
their  friends.  It  is  then  that  they  are  compelled 
to  work  themselves. 

In  conclusion,  the  editor  and  manager  wish  to 
thank  the  school,  the  students  and  the  faculty  for 
ihe  support  they  have  given,  and  especially  the 
group  of  staff  members  which  have  served  the 
paper  so  faithfully  and  diligently  this  semester. 
The  present  staff  will  now  turn  their  attention  to 
the  preparation  of  a  final  edition  and  will  strive 
to  terminate  a  five  months'  course  of  school  jour- 
nalism by  issuing  a  respectable  Xmas  final  that 
will  be  a  memento  to  the  class  and  a  worthy  repre- 
sentation of  the  school  and  its  activities. 
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One  of  the  most  successful  of  the  Berkeley  High 
School  dances  occurred  last  Saturday  evening,  No- 
vember 18,  at  Reed  Hall,  in  Oakland.  This  is  the 
first  High  School  dance  to  take  place  this  term, 
and  consequently  was  largely  attended,  it  being  in 
the  nature  of  a  reception  to  the  Junior  Class  given 
by  the  combined  High  and  Low,  Senior  and  High 
Middle  classes.  The  hall  was  most  beautifully  de- 
corated in  a  profusion  of  greens,  pampas  grass 
being  much  in  evidence,  especially  on  the  chan- 
deliers. The  music,  furnished  by  Yanke's  orches- 
tra, was  of  the  highest  order,  and  no  fault  could  be 
found  with  the  smoothly  polished  floor,  excellent 
music  and  the  delicious  punch  served  between 
dances.

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BERKELEY  WINS  ACADEMIC  CHAMPIONSHIP. 

For  the  second  time  in  three  years  Berkeley  high 
wen  the  Academic  Football  championship,  by  de- 
feating Lowell  high  by  the  score  of  5  to  0.  The 
game  was  played  on  the  Presidio  Athletic  grounds, 
Saturday  morning,  November  18,  and  was  hotly 
contested  from  start  to  finish,  both  teams  fighting 
with  all  that  was  in  them.  Every  man  on  the 
Berkeley  team  played  the  game  in  the  oest  possi- 
ble form.  If  any  one  outshone  his  team  mates 
that  one  was  our  gritty  little  quarterback,  Roy 
Miller.  Twice  he  saved  the  opposition  from 
scoring.  Any  great  praise  for  the  individuals 
would  be  unjust  as  all  played  the  game  without 
exception. 

A  notable  feature  of  the  game  was  the  clean, 
last  playing  and  the  team-work.  The  Berkeley 
team  used  the  famous  tandem  formation  which 
Stanford  used  so  successfully  and  this  was  prob- 
ably responsible  for  the  touchdown.  The  tackling 
and  open  field  running  of  Miller  and  the  line- 
bucking  cf  Peck  and  Merritt  were  the  features  of 
the  play.  The  punting  of  Captain  Solinsky  and 
Giberson  of  Lowell  was  also  good. 

The  game  opened  with  Captain  Solinsky  kicking 
off  to  Tiscornia  on  Lowell's  10-yard  line.  Lowell 
could  not  gain  and  was  forced  to  punt.  The 
ball  was  clowned  on  Lowell's  30-yard  line  in  Ber- 
keley's possession.  Berkeley  fumbled  and  Lynn 
of  Lowell  secured  the  ball,  but  Lowell  was  forced 
to  punt.  Almy  was  given  the  ball  for  an  end  run 
and  with  fine  interference  got  through  the  Lowell 
lire,   but   unfortunately   dropped   the   teal!.  The 


playing  then  alternated  near  the  middle  of  the 
field  and  in  Lowell  territory  until  Berkeley  ob- 
tained the  ball  on  Lowell's  45-yard  line.  Here 
Berkeley  commenced  hammering  tackles  and  fin- 
ally Peck  went  over  the  goal  line  on  a  play  out- 
side of  tackle.

Our  first  league  debate  was  held 
with  our  time-honored  rival,  Oakland,  last  term, 
and  was  won  by  Berkeley  High. 

Berkeley  will  be  represented  by  Noble  H.  Stover, 
George  Smith  and  Chauncey  Eldridge,  with  Ralpn 
Allen  as  alternate.  Lick's  team  is  composed  of 
Ernest  Thompson,  Carl  J.  Park  and  Ashleigh  B.
